disappears friendship will disappear also. 
They hold that If, the British trade 
should feel injured by some inconsistent 
turifl", Immediately the sentiments so gen- 
erally felt at this moment iu Great Brit- 
ain toward America would- vanish like 
the leaves in autumn. 

"According to my observations," said 
Mr. Bui lour, "the world of cynics Js al- 
ways wrong. I believe the cynics wrong 
in this ease. If our good relations really 
depended upon those fortuitous circum- 
stances, while the latter might be the 
loiiuuaiion or an alliance, they could not 
be the foundation u" what Ij infinitely 
more important. It is that species of 
friendship which, in. season, and out of 
season, inrough good report and ill re- 
port, is not to be shaken hy mere cir- 
cumstances. 

"It was in this hall iu 1890 that I 
first spoke of international relations be- 
tween the United States and Kngland. 
In those dark days of the Venezuelan 
controversy, when public feeling in 
America bad been aroused by the 
wholly unfounded suspicion that we hail 
some designs on empire in South Amer- 
ica, and when by natural reaction we 
felt that our brethren on the other side 
or the water had neither judged nor 
treated us with knowledge or braiucss, 
1 then expressed my hrm faith that the 
time would come when all speaking the 
English language and sharing the Anglo- 
Saxon civilization would he united with 
a sympathy which no mere political 
divergence could permanently disturb. 

"1 felt then, though i spoke my in- 
most conviction, that 1 must impress my 
hearers as something of a dreamer and 
an idealist, or us it prophet only hoping 
for what he himself could hardly expect 
to he realized. But the three years that 
have elapsed since then have changed 
the relations between the two countries — 
a change which J believe is not destined 
to lie reversed: a change wJiich has 
brought back these two great communi- 
ties to their normal relations, disturbed 
as these normal relations were by more 
than a century of unhappy discord, a 
change which, once made, is a change 
that ought to be permanent, for it is 
founded, us 1 hope, upon mutual sympa- 
thy, mutual comprehension, and the mu- 
tual belief that each great and free com- 
munity desires to see the privileges it 
enjoys extended far and wide to all con- 
tinents and among all nations. 

" And If 1 am right, and more com- 
mon sympathy he implanted deep in the 
breasts of these two great nations, there 
cannot be a greater guarantee for future 
peace, freedom, progress nnd civiliza- 
tion, not only in this or that country or 
community alone, hut of the whole 
human race."

Hume, provincial secretary anil minister 
of mines, was Ln the city yvsterday, en 
his way to Nelson to stand for re-elec- 
tion, so that the reputed early succession 
of Mr. Hlggins or other Victorian to bis 
place in the cabinet would appear to be- 
preniature so fur us Mr. Hume's inten- 
tion to create a vacancy is concerned* 
He had not hoard what had been de- 
termined as to any opposition candidate 
in Nelson. Mr. Hume is given to saying 
what he thinks without much regard to 
the bearing of the facts stated upon th& 
political situation, and an interview with 
him is therefore generally interesting. 
The Colonist representative found this 
occasion no exception. 

Asked as to the Victoria contest, Mr.. 
Hume admitted that the government did 
not hope to carry more than one seat, 
saying that they based their hopes on the 
influence exerted by Mr. Joseph Martin, 
who could "work things" in Victoria bet- 
ter than could Mr. Cotton, on account!

latter with Vancouver. Mr. Hume said 
he had no feeling of sectionalism him- 
self as between, the two cities, but from 
his observation there certainly was snelt 
a feeling in Vancouver as well as Vic- 
toria.

it now n Vessel. 



Post Oilice at Quatsino Entered by 
'J'hieYCS-New Stern Wheelers 
Ordered. 



•At different points' on the West Coast 
wreckage is strewn. Large quantities 
<if it were fouud in the little bay just this 
.side of .Cape Bealo ami at Quatsino the 
stern ends of a vessel with a iniscellune- 
<ius assortment of ships' provisions and 
broken timber have been washed ashore. 
This latter is reported by Indians but in. 
confirmation of this report Cupt. Hughes 
of the steamer Queen City, wlllch re- 
lumed to port from, her regular coast 
trip on Sunday, was shown it board on 
which the name of the wreck bail once 
appeared. Only traces of lettering arc 
now visible and the best Cupt. Hughe 
could make out of it was. a foreign name 
which he could not give or even describe. 
From what could be learned from the 
Indians the wreck is that of II large 
wooden vessel, the housework of which 
shows evidence intcriorally of once hav- 
ing boon painted green and later coated 
with a dirty blue. Possibly there is 
something among the wreckage that 
would load to the identity of the vessel. 
However, whatever the craft may be 
Capt. Hughes has satisfied himself that 
she is not the missing scaling schooner 
Pioneer. On the beach south of Quatsino 
a life buoy and a box of tobacco were 
picked up, bearing the words S.S. Protec- 
tion, this having belonged to the steam 
schooner of that name wrecked some 
weeks ago off the Columbia river. The 
wreckage found near Cape Beale is most- 
ly fresh lumber. 

The Queen City brings still another 
story from the West Coast— that of the 
robbery of Postmaster Mojar at Quat- 
sino. A trunk containing a quantity of 
postage stumps and some office belong- 
ings were stolen a week ago last Friday 
and no trace of the burglar or burglars 
could be found. 

The steamer also brings news of a 
place-: find near Cape Cot-moral. Cold 
has boon found in the black sand hut to 
what extent is not mentioned. Among 
the passengers to arrive were G. II. 
Hayes from whose mining camp at Al- 
berni the steamer brought 1,350 sacks of 
ore; Capt. Holmes of the steamer Willie, 
wbicli for the present is tied up at Al- 
berni; William Miles, a prospector from 
Clavoquot; A. C. Grayson and wife and 
T. G. Hobbs. 

MO UK STERN-WHEELERS. 

Plans have been perfected for the 
two steamers referred to in the Colonist 
some days ago as shortly to be built for 
the northern service. They will he eon- 
stiueted immediately for Capt. Strong, 
of the Cold Mining Steamship Com- 
panv. One is to be ready by the 1st of 
May, and the other will be ready to 
leave Bennett lake by the time naviga- 
tion opens. The former will he sent to 
Sr. Michael as soon as completed, wdiile 
the' latter will be taken north in sec- 
tions. Both will he built in Turpel's 
shipyard, and according to specifications 
now in hand will be stern-wheelers, 
130x28x4 feet, with a speed of 1!) knots. 
Thoy will bo handsome in design and 
modern in all conveniences. The owning 
company, whose head offices will be in 
Victoria, is a very rich one, and intends 
taking an active part in the northern 
business of fho coming season, it being 
at present calculated to put. on an 18- 
kn'ot steamer between Victoria and Skag- 
way.

The dismissal of City Engineer YVllinot 
came up no less than three times at the 
city council meeting last night and was 
the cause of some rather heated talk. 

A resolution was rend from the city coun- 
cil of Seattle ashing that the placer mining 
amendment bill excluding aliens be modi- 
lied. 

"The city lias nothing to do with the 
matter," said the Mayor, and for a short 
lime the aldermen were puzzled as to what 
to do with the letter.* 

Aid. Langley moved to forward till! re- 
solution to the government, and Aid. Uay- 
ward wns of the same opinion, not from 
any Idea of seeming to favor the resolu- 
tion ot the Seattle council, but simply as 
an act of courtesy. 

Aid. Humphrey did not object to this 
course, lint he did not know why the 
Seattle people wen- whinaing so, after the 
anon laws of Die United States which 
.shipped back even nurse girls aud servant 
gins from that country. The Americans 
should not whine when they got a dose of 
their own medicine 1 . 

The communication will be forwarded to 
the government without comment. 

The city engineer reported that in addi- 
tion to the needed repairs la streets already 
]. reseated 'there amounting to $40,1102.(10, 
there were surface drains ¥10,311 and addi- 
tional streets to the amount of $32,211.15; 
gutters, .fo.OOO; maintenance, $10,000; total, 
$1011,824.80; usual appropriations, $30,000; 
estimated cost of needed repairs for which 
there are no funds available, $70,824.80. 
The city engineer in a second report said 
part of Chatham street needed attention. 

The reports were tabled. 

.Dimes H. Harden, T. II. Tracy, A. M. 
Stewart, E. Mobutu, F. O. (iambic and W. 
0. Finder, members of the Canadian So- 
ciety of Engineers, wrote In reference to 
Mr. Wllmot's dismissal, that as the re- 
marks of certain of the aldermen at last 
meeting seemed to reflect on his profession- 
al standing thai in the interests of Mr. 
Wllmot and of the society charges Should 
be formulated, so that there could be a 
ihance to refute them. 

Aid. Brydon looked on this petition as 
an attempt to interfere with tile aldermen, 
and lie moved that It be tiled. 

This was seconded by Aid. BocKwltli, hat 
Aid. Williams thought that these profes- 
sional gentlemen should be the best judges 
of an engineer's ability, and the letter 
should therefore be considered at a further 
meeting. 

Aid. Hayward seconded this, and said 
cruel Inuendoes bad been made at the last 
meeting against Mr. Wllmot— even mure 
damaging than direct charges. Mr. Wllmot 
should be given a chance to defend him- 
self. 

Aid. Kinsman, while he thought a great 
deal of Mr. Wllmot, declared that the en- 
gineer lias not given satisfaction. 

Aid. Humphrey did not wish to brim; 
any professional charges against Mr. Wll- 
mot, but he had not the faculty for eon- 
ducting work as It should be done. It was. 
outside Influence that had kept Mr. Wll- 
mot in his place. Mr. Wllmot bad reported 
two different ways on the causeway plans j 
some three years ago, nnd also in regard to 
repairing Point Elllce bridge.

He bad heard 
something about: a caucus, and that seven 
aldermen had come to the council pledged 
to dismiss the engineer.- He did not know 
where this caucus was bold. It. might have 
been In a saloon or on the street corner. 
The best way now wns to comply with the 
petition. 

Aid. Langley was ready to go before the 
ratepayers to defend tiny action he had 
taken. 

Aid. Bockwlth bad no recollection of nnv- 
thing harsh having been snid about Mr. 
Wllmot, and Mr. Hayward's statements 
wore unfair. Some of the people who 
signed the petition bud not. read It. and 
Aid. Humphrey said there were dead men's 
names on it. 

The Mayor pointed not that the firm mime 
of Itedon & Hnrtnngel was on the paper, 
and though Mr. Itedon was dead the estate 
remained In that name.

DISALLOWANCE- 

Mr. Joseph Martin has appealed to the 
•electors of Victoria to return three mem 
hers to the legislature to support, him. in 
order that he may be strengthened in 
any possible struggle that, may ari 
with Hie Dominion government over the 
I'lacer Mines' Act. The Colonist has air 
ready shown that there is no reason to 
anticipate any difference of opinion be- 
tween the two governments upon this 
score, but the general proposition is wor- 
thy of some consideration, that is, the 
general proposition of disallowance. 

When it comes down to lighting the 
1m I tie of provincial rights, the Colonist, 
will not ask Mr. Martin to lead the way 
No one can possibly hold u higher con 
eeption of the rights of the provincial 
legislatures to deal with matters within 
their jurisdiction than the Colonist does 
It is prepared to go as far as any on 
else in supporting these rights. Rut i 
the Placer Mines' act is disallowed lie 
cause of the discrimination against aliens 
the question ceases to be one or provin- 
cial rights and becomes of Imperial p 
icy. It will not be a matter between Bri- 
tish Columbia and the federal govern 
ment, but between: the province and the 
British government. That is to say, if 
the Governor-General disallows the act, 
he will do so, not because it is contrary 
to the policy of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, but 
because it may interfere with the objc 
which the British government has 
view If it comes to a question whether 
or not. this province is to array itself 
against the Imperial government at the 
dictate of Mr. Joseph Martin, then:

little doubt what the answer of the peo- 
ple will be. 

The position of the Colonist in regard 
to disallowance is this: If provincial 
legislation is within the jurisdiction of 
the local house and if it is not calculated 
to interfere with Imperial policy, it ought 
not to be disallowed. If it is contrary 
to Imperial policy, it is proper for the 
people to give the matter fresh consid- 
eration, and it is siife to say that the 
loyalty of the people of British Columbia 
will ever lead them to make any reason- 
able concession rather than that the wel- 
fare of the Empire shall bo jeopardized. 
So we say that the disallowance of the 
Placer Mines act, if it conies, will not 
come, us Mr. Martin endeavors to make 
the people believe, ns an interference by 
the Dominion with the undoubted pow- 
ers of the province, but as a concession 
to the attempt being made by Her Majes- 
ty's government to promote Anglo-Am- 
erican friendship. The Colonist does not 
anticipate that anything like this is going 
to happen, and its reference to the mat- 
ter at all is only to show the real char- 
acter of Mr. Martin's appeal. It is the 
appeal of a demagogue. 

THE MORTGAGE TAX. 

The government takes great credit to 
itself for repealing the mortgage tax 
Let us examine a little into this matter. 

What is the mortgage tax? 

There is no tax of that, name; but 
the tax upon personal properly applies to 
money invested on mortgage. Thus, if a 
man has $1,000 and the assessor know; 
it, he will be taxed on it- If he buys 
a town lot with it, he will be taxed on 
the lot. If he buys merchandise or other 
personal property with it, he will be 
taxed on the property. If he invests it 
on the security of endorsed notes, ho will 
be taxed on it. If he employs it in any 
way whatever, he will be taxed on it or 
what it represents, if the nssessor can 
find it out. This is how the law stands, 
and every one will admit that it is per- 
fectly fair in principle. When, how- 
ever, the money is invested on mort 
gage, the lender, in order to escape taxa 
Hon, usually stipulates that the borrower 
sh.aH pay the tax, or adds something to 
the interest to cover the tax. In son: 
cases this is not done, but it doubthv 
is in the majority of cases. Hence as 
the man, who borrowed the' money, paid 
taxes upon his hind and also upon the 
mortgage, it might be said that in prac- 
tice the tax on money secured by mort- 
gage was double taxation. For example, 
if a man owned a piece of land worth 
$2,000 and borrowed $1,000 on it, under 
an agreement with the lender that he 
should pay the taxes on the money bor- 
rowed, ho paid taxes on $15,000— that is, 
on $2,000 for the value of his land and 
$1,000 on which the lender was taxed 
This is, of course, not really double 
taxation, but. as the Colonist has said 
time and again, that is what it amounted 
to, so far as $1,000 of this property is 
concerned. But who will be relieved by 
the removal of the lax from*' personal 
property secured by mortgage? 

That depends upon the terms of th 
mortgage. If the mortgage reads that 
the mortgagor shall pay nil taxes upon 
the money secured by the' mortgage, the 
borrower will be relieved: but if nothing 
is said about the matter in the mortga 

the ttixes having i i included in the 

rate Of interest, it is. the money lender 
who is relieved. 

There is no means of ascertaining what 
proportion of mortgages provide thattl 
borrower shall pay the (axes on tin 
loan, and what proportion include the 
taxes on the interest, without examining 
every mortgage on record. The chances 
are that Hie majority include the taxes 
in the interest, and if this is the case 
tin' relief has fallen upon the wrong 
party, for the borrower's interest, is not 
reduced. \.....e the lender escapes taxa- 
tion. This article will doubtless be rea 
by many persons who have borrowe 
money on mortgage. If in addition t 
[laying the interest on the mortgage: 
they have to refund to the mortgagee 
his taxes on them, they will be re- 
lieved by the change in the law. IT they 
do not have to refund the taxes it is their 
mortgagee who will be relieved. 

But though there may be relief in one 
direction, tho*blirden may fall upon them 
just the same in some other way, for 
what is taken off mortgages must be put 
on something else. 

Thus the abolition of the so-called 
mortgage lax may or may not be a relief 
to the borrower. No one can positively 
tell except so far as his own particular 
case is concerned. The measure was a 
piece of legislation deliberately designed 

to mislead the public | n to the belief that 
it was for the general relief of borrowers, 
when in point of fact. it. is nothing of 
the kind.

Wo repeat that we had solely in view 
Mr. Martin's political course iu the past 
and the probable political use he 
will make of the powers, which ho is en- 
deavoring to grasp by the legislation giv- 
ing him control of the police boards and 
license boards. To this wo again invite 
the attention of those persons who sup- 
port him because they believe him to be 
in favor of moral reform. 



MEPHISTOPHELES IX POLITICS. 

The Times devotes a very long article 
to the defence of Mr. Joseph Martin 
from certain imaginary charges which it 
alleges to have been made against him. 
There was nothing whatever in the arti- 
cle, part of which was quoted by the 
Times, to warrant any such interpreta- 
tion as the Times puts upon it. The 
Colonist referred solely to Mr. Martin 
as a politician, not to him personally. If 
Mr. Martin understood the article in any 
other way, the Colonist regrets that it 
did not: choose its language more care- 
fully. This is what the Colonist had in 
mind: Mr. Martin played for the Hilp- 
port of the temperance element, by dis- 
missing Police Magistrate Macrae and 
appointing in his stead a gentleman very 
strongly opposed to the liquor tnillle. 
Immediately thereafter he began to 
coquette with the saloon-keepers for 
their support in the Victoria election. 
This is snfllcietit to show that he is actu- 
ated not: by moral principle but by' poli- 
tical expediency only, mid the proper in- 
ference was that such a man, iu seeking 
extraordinary legislation to get control of 
the police and licensing boards, aimed at 
increasing his political influence with

The hoard of school trustees, with 
Chairman MeMieking presiding, held a 
special meeting yesterday afternoon to 
deal with regular business left over 
from the meeting last week. 

Mrs, J, Campbell, of 05 Douglas street, 
drew attention to the necessity of provid- 
ing for the education of deaf and mute 
children, of whom there are quite a num- 
ber in the city- This letter had been 
handed to Superintendent Eaton, and he 
reported that the question wag one which 
required the attention of either the pro- 
vincial government, the city or the pub- 
lic. There was formerly a grant by the 
provincial government to provide for the 
education of such children, but the grant 
had been allowed to lapse, He under- 
stood that there was a young lady in 
the city, herself deaf and mute, who had 
been educated, and he believed she would 
undertake to instruct the children for n 
small salary. The superintendent recom- 
mended that a committee be appointed 
to interview the Women's Council and 
see if the money could not be raised. 

Superintendent Eaton said there was 
one portion of his report which required 
correction. He understood that last 
year the provincial government had sent 
several children East. 

The letter and report were referred to 
the management committee to interview 
the government. 

Miss S. It. Crease, acting correspond- 
ing secretary of the Women's Council, 
asked that provision be made for salaries 
for teachers of sewing and cooking. 

It was decided to ask the council of 
public instruction to place the two sub- 
jects on the curriculum. 

The management committee reported 
as follows: 

To the Board of Trustees: 

The school management committee re- 
ports upon the various mutters referred, 
recommending as follows: - 

1. That the salary of Miss JSlaekbiim be 
0s«d ut ?-l50, and Miss Ilarrop's at $540 for 
the current year. ... , 

2 That Mr. St. Clair's salary he Increased 
to S0C0 in consideration of the work he 
has undertaken to do In the direction of 
manual training. ■ 

3 That Mr. Paul's salary he Increased to 
81.440, Mr. PIneo'a to $11200 and Miss Wat-

-1. That the limits of the Spring Ridge 
school district he defined by the following

It was explained 
that under the law as it stood, if Hie 
council had a surplus they could vote 
any portion of it. for school purposes, 
•This they could not do under the amend- 
ments, so that any extraordinary, ex- 
penditure for school purposes must go 
before the people. Such a contingency 
is not likely to arise, however, ns Trustee 
Belvca said that this year, with the per 
capita tax and three mills, and placing 
tin- expenditure at $50,000, there would 
be a surplus of from seven to nine thou- 
sand dollars. 

This could be carried over until next 
year, said Trustee McCnndloss, and then 
'with the imposition of another mill on 
the dollar, there would be sufficient to 
build ii new High school. 

It was pointed out that the council 
proposed to amend the clause which pro- 
tected creditors of the school board by 
throwing the onus of meeting the debt 
on the citv council. The council's atten- 
tion will be drawn to this, and If the 
clause is amended creditors of the board 
will have no protection. 

The trustees will ask for power to ap- 
point mi auditor, and will also ask to be 
given until March 1 to present their est! 
mates to the council.

monopoly of Canada— tie C.P.H.? (Ap- 
plause.) What had he to do with the in- 
terests cl the toilets of the country 
what] Und lie in/coumiou with the work- 
inKninn? 

A grout cry of "sectionalism" had nlso 
been raised during ilAs short contest, 
and this could not bo too strongly dep- 
reciated: The city of Victoria certainly 
could never be truthfully accused of sec- 
tionalism; it had 'fought lime and again 
in the interests of the Mainland and no 
doubt would do so flga.iu. (Applause.) 
And now when the people of British 
Columbia saw their constitutional rights 
violated and trampled under foot by the 
most pernicious legislation that had ever 
disgraced a British colony, it was cer 
tauily time for all parts of the province 
to stand firm, and unitetd for their com- 
mon weal, the principle upon wliich*rests 
liberty. (Applause.) 

For their part in the battle for con 
stltutiounJ rights the people of Victoria 
could not do better than elect Mr, Tur- 
ner, Air. Hall and Mr. MePhillips. Mr, 
Hall, as all knew, had been debarred tin- 
fortunately from taking his seat; from 
his addresses during the present cam 
paign be had shown himself, however, to 
be the right man for the seat, for Vic- 
toria and for the province. Mr, Mc- 
rhililps had taken Ills seat) mid had 
proved himself loyal, keen and able in 
debate, an indefatigable worker, and 
ever on the alert for the interests of the 
city. Mr. Turner— a good, staunch, 
sterling, upright and honest man, res- 
pected as such and for his ability and 
progressive ideas from end to end aud 
the entire width of the province. These 
were the men for Victoria to return to 
the legislature, now that tin' opportunity 
to do so presented itself. (Applause.) 

Appealing more particularly to the 
young men, Mr. McBrido— (himself the 
youngest member who has ever sat in 
the legislature of British Columbia and 
one of the most promising)— urged them 
to show their mettle in this contest, to 
evidence their interest in public affairs, 
their fidelity to their manhood, their ap- 
preciation of the rights granted to every 
subject under the British constitution, 
and their interest in their home — the city 
of Victoria— by voting for the three gen- 
tlemen hi whose cause be was now before 
the people of Victoria. If the young men 
would only look for themselves and re- 
alize the seriousness of the legislation 
that bad already emanated from this gov- 
ernment of" to-day, especially in the elec- 
tion petition bill, they would see in it 
the tbia edge of the wedge to destroy 
their rights and liberties, nor hesitate 11 
single moment. (Applause.) 

Time prevented consideration of the 
many measures of this session going to 
show the utter indifference of the At- 
torney-General and leader of this gov- 
ernment of today to the safeguarding 
of the interests of the people in the mea- 
sures that were being so recklessly made 
law, but a single instance wou.'d have 
to Bufflee, Take the last bill of the gov- 
ernment's—this bill relating to the in- 
spection of stationary boilers. Its prin- 
ciple was good, to safeguard the lives 
of those working about such machinery 
its the steam thresher, yet what was 
found V The government proposed to 
carve out inspection districts, and it 
was made possible to appoifflt to the work 
of Inspection men who did" not know a 
church from a steam engine. Surely 
when the object was the preservation 
of the lives of people of British Colum- 
bia the government might at least have 
gone as far as had those concerned in 
the inspection of marine engines, and 
made it law that the stationary engines 
should be inspected by experts in the 
business, who know boilers and could 
see to it that the lives of the farm la- 
borers or the man of the steam thresher 
has just as much protection as the work- 
• er on shipboard'.' It was simply an 
illustration of the carelessness of the 
government and its Attorney-General 
where so small a thing (to him) as the 
lives of a few citizens of British Co- 
lumbia was in concern. 

In conclusion, the- eloquent young mem- 
ber for Dewdney urged the people of 
Victoria to take advantage of their op- 
portunity, and win credit for themselves 
from all Canada, by declaring against 
the fate of British Columbia being placed 
in the hands of a combination of politi- 
cal jugglers, and placing it with tlie nien 
whose policy had been, and still "was, 
for the development, and progress of the 
country— electing .Messrs. Turner, Hall 
and MePhillips as the representatives of 
this party and policy by a bumper ma- 
jority. (Applause.) 

MR. HALT.. 

Mr. Kichard Hall being accorded an ex- 
cellent reception, said that it was a good 
thing to come before the public with a 
credit, and he certainly seemed to have 
it. The people of Victoria might rest 
assured that he would endeavor to sus- 
tain it. He observed that the Times ex- 
pressed surprise that such an inexperi- 
enced politician as himself was should 
make assertions that were incorrect. If 
ma king assertions as Car as possible wide 
of the truth was one of the qualifica- 
tions of a politician— as the Times al- 
leged lie now was— there was no doubt 
but that, he would soon be asked to join 
Mr. Alexander Henderson. He (the 
speaker) hud claimed to find a leak— not 
a financial leak, hut a leak in tin' roof 
of the parliament buildings. He hud 
further claimed that damage had been 
i'i ne. If no damage had been sustained, 
why were men sent up to shovel snow oil 
the roof V As for the statement he had 
made with reference to the government 
grounds, let the people look at them 
for themselves. They were in a most 
unfinished condition, aud yet the first 
thing the present government had done 
was to discharge nil the workingmen, 
leaving the grounds to go to "rack aud 
ruin." Yet they called themselves the 
friends of the workingmanl One thing 
that was most gratifying to himself and 
colleagues was that even in those dis- 
tricts where they bad found opposition 
during the lust campaign they received 
on tills occasion a cordial reception. Mr. 
Joseph Martin was very fond of derid- 
ing Mr. Turner's railway policy as one 
that, could not be carried out, character- 
izing it as impracticable. Well, Mr. 
Turner hud supported the Victoria. Van- 
couver k Eastern railway, the intention 
of the projectors being to open up con- 
nection with lyiolonuy. The Dominion 
government were now going to assist, 
but that did not suit Mr. Martin at all, 
and he was now trying to oppose it. He 
sincerely hoped that «ill his friends — he 
had a good many in the town — would 
vote for himself and his two colleagues. 
It was useless to return him alone to 
support Mr. Helineken, and if the people 
did not vote the whole ticket they simply 
weakened their voles. The insinuation 
that by returning a government suit- 
porter, Victorians would have- representa- 
tion in the. cabinet was futile, because 
even if one were returned, there would 
still be mi opposition to him of live to 
one, and what could he dot The pres- 
ent govermneot had a frost coining over 
theni. Mr. ITnnie lijidlreHigned, having 
had enough politics with Mr. Martin. 
(Applause),, He was satisfied that the 
opposition would carry the two seats in 
Itossland and Kootenay. (Bond cheers), 
wns not deemed sufficient; it contributor 



"When the bye-elections were over we 
would see the strength of the govern- 
ment. It would be an error of judgment 
for any intelligent man to cast his vote 
in favor of Mr- Joseph Martin's govern- 
ment. 

He wished to iluink the audience for 
the very cordial reception and patient 
hearing they hud accorded to him. (Pro- 
longed applause). 

MB. McPHitLIPS; 

Mr. MePhillips was astonished, as a 
man who read all newspapers, to see that 
Mr. Joseph .Martin had come before the 
electorate ami stated that he (Mr. Mar- 
tin) did not read oiie of the- leading 
newspapers of the province— the Victoria 
Colonist. He I Mr. MePhillips) read all 
the newspajMU's, and it was self-evident 
from this statement of the • Attorney- 
General that he did not care what the 
sentiments of the people of Victoria were. 
There had l»*'u a short editorial in the 
Times recently, in which it had been 
stated that Mr. Turner's voice was "the 
voice of one crying in the wilderness." 
He (the sneaker) at once hud the fact 
occur to him that this statement had 
reference to- John the Baptist. What 
wns John the Baptist crying? Salvation 
and the people would not hour him. 
That was what Mr. Turner was crying 
to-day, not in the wilderness, but to an 
intelligent pc«I>le, who would demon- 
strate their views on the 2nd February. 

The,- Times was paying him (the 
speaker) considerable attention. He was 
glad of that fact, because it wns appar- 
ent therefrom t'liut the Times regarded 
him as formidable. He felt personally 
that ho was strong, not because of his 
indviduul merits, but because he had 
devoted and would devote bis energies 
and voice to the interests of his .consti- 
tuents, He sincerely trusted that on 
February 2nd a vole would be cast in 
fa\or of the principles of himself and 
his colleagues, and such a vote would 
be in accordance with the hereditary 
traditions of the British people. (Cheers). 
If these traditions were to be trampled 
upon and the constitution outraged, he 
would prefer to go outside of Canada 
and seel; for prosperity elsewhere.

Suppos- 
ing that one of them were returned and 
then was offered nnd accepted Office he 
would have to come back to the people 
for re-election. The government in this 
matter win insincere and unstable. They 
could not give any of these candidates 
a cabinet position because there were 
others of their supporters who wanted 
such a position.

Mr. Hall, ask every one of his friends 
to vote for all three of the opposition 
candidates and would like to see every 
one vote for the support of a third mail 
—Mr. Turner— whose every interest was 
hound up in the province. It was mat-, 
ter for congratulation to him (the speak-' 
er) to see that the leading papers of 
Eastern Canada expressed their gratifi- 
cation nnd approval of the fact that 
an indignation meeting had been held in 
the capital city of the province to de- 
nounce such legislation as the Deane- 
Prentice bill, and furthermore they were 
glad to see that: the people here were 
in unison with the sentiments and prin- 
ciples of the great constitution under 
which we live. Therefore, he would call 
Upon this city not to iet: it go back to 
Eastern Canada Hint on the 2nd Febru- 
ary we were such slaves as to submit 
ourselves to the iron heel of a despot. 
This was a question for the whole Do- 
minion of Canada, and the Dominion 
should he placed all above anv question 
of merely provincial rights. (Loud 
and prolonged cheers.) 

MR. D. M. EBERTS. 

Mr. Eberts was received with a tre- 
mendous burst <if applause. He was 
pleased to see that a number of ladies 
had graced the assembly with their pres- 
ence and was satisfied that the ladies 
of Victoria would render every assist- 
ance in their power during this cam- 
paign to help true and constitutional 
government. He then passed on to ad- 
dress a few remarks to a class that every 
politician, if a fair minded mini, took 
a deep interest in. We were told on 
every side by the members of the- gov- 
ernment that they were the only men 
who had ever done anything for the 
woikinginnn in British Columbia. He 
would characterize that statement as 
"political clap-trap." He would ask who 
passed the Employers' liability bill which 
gave workingmen the right to sue for 
damages in the courts? Theodore Davie, 
and he hud also brought in the Mechan- 
ics' Lien act. He saw a gentleman in 
the assembly —Mr. Brown— who hud 
run for the present government in New 
Westminster. Desiring to be fair lie 
would tell them that Mr. Brown had 
brought in a similar bill to the Davie 
act, but bud cut out the right of those 
who furnished lumber, etc., for buildings. 
Theodore Davie wasi the first, man to 
bring in an act to protect m'^'ntr'*"' by 
giving them an alien on bull ..trigs'; These 



nets showed who were the Iriends of the 
workinguieii. (Applause); Every one 
kuew that the legislature of British Col- 
umbia had, legislated against the Chinese 
in lS82-:.md 3SS3, and that legislation 
was brought in by Mr. WalUem. It 
was declined by- the courts to be uncon- 
stitutional, and the Dominion did bring 
in a bill to impose a tax upon Chinamen. 
Capt John Irving, who was on that plat- 
form, brought in a bill to impose a tax 
of Jj&OO on every Chinaman— 

A voice— They ought to pay $1,000. 

Mr. Eberts only wished it could be 
done, but who brought in the next reso- 
lution against Chinese? Mr. William 
Adams from Cariboo, a supporter of the 
Turner government! 

Take the legislation he had referred to 
and it would be found that the present 
opposition had been the essence of all 
legislation with reference to the work- 
ingman. -(Applause.) Mr. Bodwell 

Voice — He's all right, three cheers lor 
him. 

There was 110 response and Mr. Eberts 
continued — "Yes, I will show where he is 
all right. That is just the way you hold 
with him; why you cannot even get up a 
cheer for him." On those hustings Mr. 
Bodwell had not hesitated to say cer- 
tain words which reflected an him (Mr. 
Eberts) as a member of the legislature. 
In 1890 Mr. Bodwell wrote to the gov- 
ernment asking them to allow the Brit- 
ish Pacific to employ as many Chinaman 
as they liked— that is lie asked that 
those in charge of the biggest, contract 
ever known in the province should be 
permitted to employ Chinamen and now 
those whom he supported were trying to 
pose as the friends of the workhigman. 
It was merely political "clap-trap" to 
catch votes, and he was satisfied that 
the intelligent workingmen of the prov- 
ince diil not believe a single word of it. 
(Applause.) Mr. Bodwell had referred 
to certain matters in connection with the 
course the Lieur.-Govcrnor took in dis- 
missing the Turner ministry. He had 
stated that Mr. Eberts had g-one to the 
Lieut.-Governor asking for his signature 
to some warrants; and when the Lieut 
Governor refused to sign them, Mr. Bod- 
well asserted that Mr. Eberts had told 
tin? Lieut.-Governor that he would sign 
them himself— "a Czar I wns going to 
be," said -Mr. Eberts, amidst laughter 
and applause. Mr. Bodwell had further 
stated that blank warrants had been 
smuggled in in order to try and secure 
the Lieut-Governor's signature thereto 
It was all very well for Mr. Bodwell to 
talk in that insidious strain and in in- 
nuendoes. Did anyone believe that a 
man like Mr. Turner who bad been here 
for thirty-live or forty years would smug 
gle in blank warrants and thereby get 
from the treasury- money that he was not 
entitled to? Did anyone really believe 
for one moment that he (Mr. Eberts) 
had advised His Honor that if he did 
not sign the warrants, Mr. Eberts 
would? He wished to speak of tin. 
Lieut.-Governor with every deference 
but it was absurd for him to state that 
Mr. Turner's ministry had lost his eon 
lidence because they endeavored lo so 
cure his signature to blank warrants. If 
the Lieut.-Governor wns not satisfied 
with warrants presented to him it: was 
his duty to at once ask for an explana- 
tion, instead or wailing for n future day 
and then attempting to tell the people 
of British Columbia that Mr. Turner was 
a thief; that he had sent blank warrants 
to the Lieut.-Governor so that his gov 
eminent could filch the treasury. He 
no doubt told Mr. Beaven, when he ask 
ed him to form a government that Mr 
Turner had been guilty of wrong -con 
duct. 

Mr. Eborfs wished that Mr. Beaven 
could be induced to take the platform, 
for he could tell the facts about, the mat 
ter and he would be sure to tell the 
for he could tell the facts about the mat- 
ters that must necessarily be confidential. 
However, the truth would come out some 
day. Tho action of the Lieut.-Gover- 
nor was not such as would be followed 
by a man actuated by honesty of pur- 
pose. Ho took the course that he did 
to get out of the way men with whom ho 
Mas not in sympathy; "shall I say po- 
litically." said Mr. Eberts. 

There were cries of "Yes," and then 
Mr. Eberts went on to deal with another 
of the charges made by the Lieutenant- 
Governor ugailist the late government— 
that in regard to the alleged ^' perversion 
of funds." He pointed out that $0,000 
had been voted h.v the legislature in aid 
of the destitute poor and sick- Of that 
amount $750 bud been given to the 
Methodist and Presbyterian ladies of 
New Westminster, who bad undertaken 
to care for sick women in that city, there 
being no women's ward in the 
Westminster hospital. He asked Mr. 
Brown, of New Westminster, wh»i was 
i:i the audience, if the work being car- 
ried on by tlnis;- ladies was i.-of worthy 
of assistance. i.'dr. (trow.'i replied ill 
the aUlrmativo). If helping that worthy 
charitable work was a perversion cf 
funds, said Mr. Eberts. lie always want- 
ed to be guilty of such perversion. (Ap- 
plause). Similar assistance had been 
given to hospitals and charities through- 
out the province out of that fund. If 
Mr. Bodwell was present he should 
stand up and take hack what he bad 
said about "blank warrants" and "per- 
version of funds." I Applause). He be- 
lieved that Mr. Bodwell hid sufficient 
honor left to do that; that after hear- 
ing the explanations made be hud suffi- 
cient fairness to say that ho (Mr. Bod- 
well) was wrong in what he had said. 
Dominion government keep the $11,000 if 

It had been charged by Mr. Bodwell 
that Mr. Heinzo had bribed the Turner 
government, with a dinner. He hurled 
the charge back in the teeth of Mr. Bod- 
well. (Applause). If he wants to dis- 
cuss scandals we can discuss them. The 
Turner government did with Mr. Helnze 
what they thought was in the best inter- 
ests of the province. The piece of rail- 
way built by .Mr. Denize wns the fore- 
runner of one of the greatest sections of 
railway that had been built in British 
Columbia. He had built a line from 
Itossland (o Trail and thence to Itobson, 
and now the men who secured his char- 
ter are building from Itobson to Boun- 
dary Creek and thence to Penticton. 
They are spending $3,000,000 in the 
province, and although they received a 
subsidy of .¥2,001) a mile, they had re- 
turned to the province the land grant of 
20,000 acres a mile. This would give 
Victoria nnd Vancouver an entry into 
the Boundary Creek country, and there- 
tore the government orators never men- 
tioned it; they were not willing to give 
the Turner government any credit. 

As to the Soughces reserve, Mr. Eberts 
said the late government had done their 
best to settle that question when Mr. 
Mclvennn was here for the Dominion 
government. There were 112 acres in 
the reserve, of which the Dominion gov- 
ernment had agreed to sell 1!) acres to 
the E. & N. Railway Co. The Domin- 
ion government also had $11,000 which 
they had collected from men who had 
leases on portions of the reserve. The 
Turner government had agreed to let the 
Dominion gOTernment keep the $1,000 if 
they would place the Indians on o new 
reserve. This was a fair proposition, 
as according to the B. N. A. net the 
Dominion government had to look after 
the Indians, and the land belonged to 
the province. But the Dominion govern- 
ment would not accept it, but wanted 
the whole reserve. * 

It behooved Victoria, said Mr. Eberts, 
to stand by the verdict of last summer, 



and not be led astray by the cabinet posi- 
tion sop that was being thrown out. 
That position hud been dangled before 
the voters in every constituency where 
there had been a bye-election. It laid 
been said by Mr, Sword at Cowichan 
that Victoria was over-represented. If 
that was the opinion of the government, 
Victorians would have <■ to stand on 
Thursday for their rights by returning 
three opposition candidates. (Continued 
applause.!. 

MB. .1. H. TOBNEU, 

Mr. Turner received an ovation, and al- 
though It was after 11 o'clock the large 
tuidlcoiu.o remained in their seats, knowing 
that the popular leader of the opposition 
would have something Interesting to say. 
The Times, as usual, lie said, was full last 
evening of a lot of personal attacks on 
the members of the opposition, particularly 
himself. They referred to his trip to 
England In 1KU5. lie had gone to England 
Jo Unit year to raise the credit of tile prov- 
ince, and he had succeeded despite tho of 
forts of the then opposition to thwart. Din- 
ing Ids trip lie by an arrangement of the 
loans effected a saving of $10,000 a year 
to the province, and lie might have saved 
more had It not been for the tactics of 
tlie opposition, who hud letters published 
in the London papers traducing him. They 
charged lilm with having charged the prov- 
ince $804 for his fare when he had a pass, 
lie lind had a pass to Montreal and return, 
n ml lie used it for the benefit of the 
province, but hi? did not have a puss from 
Montreal to New York and return, nor 
from New York to London and return, nor 
on the railways In Kngland. The amount 
charged (?304) was not large, he thought, 
when these mutters were considered. The 
people of Itritlsh Columbia lie did not think 
expected li i m to travel ill the steerage, 
and if they did he did not Intend to do so, 
(Applause.) lie went to represent British 
Columbia, and represent it In a respectable 
maimer. (Applause.) As to the $10 a day 
expenses, that was the amount tlxed by 
statute, and even the present ministers, he 
thought, would take that when travelling 
II wns just a cry to divert the people'! 
attention from the constitutional question, 
which the government did their best to 
avoid. The government had done nothing 
since they came in power, which they 
could place before the" people so they rc 
verted to personal attacks on the member 
of the late government. 

Mr. Turner again explained fully I lie 
question of the "blank warrants," show- 
ing that the DIeutenant-Governor only 
signed the sheet on which the warrants 
were enumerated, and if there were a 
thousand blank warrants in the batch they 
would be useless. It wns lust an excuse 
Invented by the Lieutenant-Governor to get 
rid of Ills ministry, who he found, when 
hi> called on Mr. Beaven, hud a majority^ 

Ills government had been charged with 
extravagance. They had expended large 
sums of money In public works, nnd If 
they were in power they would do so again, 
for they would have (he* credit on which, 
to get the money. If the men now in pow- 
er went on as they wore going the prov 
Inee would not be able to borrow. Had 
the late government: been extravagant the 
expense of governing the province would 
have 1 Increased out of proportion to the 
income in the revenue. Hut that had not 
been the case, the cost of governing the 
country having decreased. In the ordinary 
course of events the decrease would have 
been greater, but the expense Incurred In 
sending officers to the newly developed 
Northern districts. 

In conclusion Mr. Turner said he be- 
lieved that Victoria would sustain the ver- 
dict of last .Inly and send himself and col- 
ic-agues beck to the legislature. (Applause.) 

On motion of ex-Aid. Bragg a vote of 
thanks was tendered the chairman, and the 
meeting closed with cheers for the Queen 
and opposition candidates.

A meeting of the electors wns held In 
Johns Bros.' hall lust evening, addressed by 
Mr. Macpherson, M.P.P. of Vancouver, Mr. 
Bulpk Smith, M.P.F. of Nanalmo, D. W. 
Higgins, M.P;1\, L. P. Duff, Dr. Lewis 
Hall and the three government candidates. 

Mr. A. L. Belyea was in the chair, and 
addressed a few words to the audience 
after each of the speakers. 

Aid. Stewart was the lirs't speaker, and 
was followed by Mr. L. 1'. Lull, who quot- 
ed copiously from Colonist editorials In an 
attempt to prove Unit the Lleuteant- Gov- 
ernor was acting strictly within his rights 
In dismissing tho late administration. 

Mr. 1'aterson followed, ami repeated his 
remark as to not curing for the constitution 
"when tlie constitution runs against public 
opinion, the constitution has to give way," 
\sas the candidate's method of expressing 
It. He then took up the matter of railways 
nnd rallwny building, and dwelt shortly on 
what a blight the C.P.B. had been to this 
province, in contradiction to the policy 
of the Martin government Mr. Pnterson 
thought Hint much more money should have 
been spent on railways; hi fact, he was 
of the Impression that the government 
should build "a trunk line clear through 
from the Coast through British Columbia 
to tlie Kootenays." lie had complaints to 
make about the' method of building roads 
In the district, hut offered no excuse for 
reducing the wages of the workers by 50 
cents a day. ' 

Mr. Kalph Smith, at the Invitation of 
the chair, took tlie platform and indulged 
in one of his characteristic harangues. 
"The Colonist against the candidate, the 
Colonist against Mr. Smith and the Colonist 
against the Colonist" was Mr. Smith's text. 
Ill fact, so much did Mr. Smith tangle

Steamer Amur Returns with Few 
Passengers— A Shooting: Af- 
fray at Sitka. 



A disappointingly small number of North- 
ern urrlvuls reached Victoria on the Amur 
yesterday morning. There was no one from 
Hie Interior aboard, although an interesting 
budget of Atllu news was received. The 
Atllu country Is now having Its winter, 
the thermometer standing 51 below zero In 
the upper country, 34 below at Discovery 
and 25 below at Atlin. The lake Is frozen 
over, and eight Inches of snow lies on the 
ico, there having been heavy snowfalls on 
the Oth, 10th and 11th, while In the colder 
regions the "beautiful" Is said to cover the 
ground to a depth of two feet. In con- 
'sequence of this travel has been made 
more difficult, and the authorities at Atlin 
deemed it expedient to issue the following 
Instructions: "For the benefit of those 
travelling the trail let It be said that com- 
ing this way from Log Cabin the first stop- 
ping place Is a hotel tent. This one can 
reach either tor dinner or to stay over 
night. Next is the Tepee, where Mr. 
Itrooks is putting up a log hotel. This is 
nlsu another place to stay over night. It 
Is four miles above Otter lake. Then comes 
Otter lake, some seven miles along. At the 
foot of it Is another stopping place, where 
they serve meals and take In travellers. 
From there It is three. miles to the Ferry 
house on Taku Arm. From the Ferry 
bouse It Is four miles or moie to the Golden 
Gate, and twelve miles more to Taku City. 
This is the longest stretch of all, as there 
is no place to stop on the road. Tt (s best 
to arrange for an early start and a whole 
day from the foot of Otter or the Ferry 
house to Taku City. Taku City Is nine 
miles from Atlin. Don't try to cross Atlin 
lake after nightfall." 

In addition to the above, the Pioneer 
Club of Atlin at u recent meeting de- 
cided on erecting a beacon light, to be 
placed at a point on the ice for the con- 
venience of travellers. Already several 
prospect ore hnve had some very narrow 
escapes from being frozen to death. Two 
of these were the experiences of Richard 
Hurlbert and S. A. Smythe, who got lost 
on Atlin lake and were badly frozen. This 
club has also taken steps to have George 
r.ullen rewarded for bravery displayed at 
the rescue of Oscar Sinclair on Now Year's 
Day, and nn effort will be made to bring 
Ids act of heroism before the Itoyal Humane 
Society. 

Parser Robinson, of tile Amur, reports 
the "Wbito Pass & Yukon railway now 
built to the summit. Two big locomotives 
are soon to be in service on t lie line, which 
Is being extended down to the end of 
.Moore's wharf. There are 2.400 men nt 
present employed on the road, and work 
on It is being rapidly pushed forward. At 
Skncwny the weather is very mild, but 
heavy snowstorms were encountered ;it Log 
Cabin. The residents of Skagwny are much 
Incensed over the alien 1)111 passing, and 
are strongly denouncing the measure. 

la the Juneau advices received by the 
Amur news Is given of the shooting of 
a notorious Indian by United States Deputy 
Marshal McGuirc at Sitka on January 23. 
The shooting was the result of n drunken

Sir: At n meeting held In Scrapie's boll 
in support of the government candidates 
on the 2(ilh instant, IIou. Mr. Martin saw 
;lt to make a virulent attack on the firm 
of McGregor, Jeeves & Baker, lie stated 
that not satisfied with the amount the 
firm received under contract they bad made 
an attempt to obtain an additional .fUO.OOO, 
and, said Mr. Martin, "If the Turner gov- 
ernment were In power to-day that money 
would have been paid."

Mr. MeBride insisted on bis rigiit to 
be heard, and Mr. Speaker maintained 
tbnt the matter was disposed of. If the 
member for Dewdney insisted, he would 
ring the bell and take a division— but 
this was the limit of the concession he 
would allow. 

Mr. MeBride, as representing a neigh- 
boring constituency to thnt chiefly inter- 
ested in the bill under consideration, said 
that he had certainly hoped for an oppor- 
tunity to voice his endorsement of the 
principle involved. 

The Speaker held that the right to dis- 
cuss the motion bad passed. 

Col. Baker thought no one present 
would object to the member for Dewd- 
ney being heard. 

Mr. MeBride essaying to speak at this 
suggestion, 

Hon! Mr. Martin objected to his being 
allowed to express himself. 

Col. Baker, to meet the difficulty, of- 
fered a motion to the house " that the 
honorable gentleman be heard." 

Hun. Mr. Martin— I certainly object. 

And, objection being taken, Mr, 
Speaker ruled that no- debate could he 
allowed. The second reading was car- 
ried, and the bill will go to committee 
at the next sitting of the house.

An amendment by the government, 
providing that in the event of the com- 
pany seeking a Dominion charter or as- 
sistance, its provincial |y acquired rights 
shall lapse, was adopted, despite opposi- 
tion argument that tins was distinctly in 
the nature of placing obstacles 111 the 
way of railway investment and provin- 
cial development;

Springfield Republican. 

The trustees of the Massachusetts hos- 
pital for consumptives and tubercular pa- 
tients, now iu operation at Rutland, are 
enthusiastic over its prospects. It will 
he remembered that this institution was 
so quietly authorized by the legislature 
that few took note of its birth. Perhaps 
some of the people whom Governor Green- 
httlBe Invited to become trustees had not 
before hoard of the enterprise, but that 
la now ancient history. The hospital Is 
here and In operation. It has been opened 
for three months and now has SO patients, 
ivlth capacity In the present building for 
some 'JOO: new patients, are constantly ap- 
plying. Sixty of the patients pay S3.60, 
uuri 20 are unable to pay anything. It Is 
alined to make the. hospital sanitarium 
for the cure of patients and not a refuge 
for those incurably affected with consump- 
tion, and Massachusetts is the first place 
to undertake the work on these lines. It 
Is modeled after the work of Dr. Trudeau's 
work lu the Adlronacks and of Dr. Ilow- 
dltch In Ids Sharon sanitarium. The trus- 
tees freely confess that they were nt a loss 
to know just what Held the legislature 
expected them to cover, hut are confident 
that they have laid out the best programme, 
la this t hey are warmly supported by the 
visiting physicians, Mrs. Vincent Y. Bow- 
dlteh and Herbert C. Clapp, who say: 

"It has been a source of gratlUcatlon and 
surprise to see how quickly nnd contentedly 
the patients have adopted the special hy- 
gienic methods used for treatment, nnniciy, 
almost constant life In open nlr, whether 
by walking or reclining ou the piazzas, and 
the ingestion of nourishing food, The re- 
ninrknble change In the aspect of these pa- 
tients after even a short stay at the hos- 
pltnl at Rutland would convince the most 
casual observer of tho efflocy of the treat- 
ment upon the general condition of the 
patient.

disease." it is reckoned that on Its pre- 
sent basis the hospital at Rutland will cost 
the state about $40,000 a year.
